Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 129 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claim recites the limitation, "...the relaxed layer is graded." The scope of the 
claim is vague because it is not clear if this is a reference to the "substantially relaxed 
layer" or the "substantially relaxed Sii. y Ge y " uniform etch-stop layer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 133, 134, 140- 143, 159-170, 177- 178, 181, 182, 188- 197, 200, 
204, 208 - 235, 239 and 242 - 244 are allowed.
